Meeting 
adjourned at 3:00 P.M.

Questions were asked by Carlton McKay, Lyle Hershom, 
Ada Taylor, Dr. Dustin as to why there was an increase on 
some items. 


Dr. Dustin recommended that a committee be appointed to 
find ways and means of arriving at a true cost of operating the 
hospital. 


Dr. Dustin, Carlton McKay, Lyle Hershom and Ada Taylor 
also questioned the Commissioner as to why the rates at the 
hospital were lower than other hospitals in Coos County. 


Dwight Styles spoke on problems pertaining to the Coos 
County Extension work.

Gladys MacLean recommended that $1000.00 be appropriated 
for new equipment for the extension of the Register of Probate 
vault.

The Coos County Delegation held its annual meeting at the 
County Farm, West Stewartstown, March 24, 1962. 


The meeting was called to order by Chairman William O. 
Emerson at 11:00 A.M. 


Present at this meeting were the following members: 
William Emerson, Chairman, Frank Crockett, Vice Chairman, 
Guy Fortier, Clerk, Philip Perrault, Edgar Roy, Romeo Desilets, 
Frank Sheridan, Raymond Dumont, Fay Vashaw, Arthur Bou- 
chard, Jennie Fontaine, Rebecca Gagnon, Ovila Ledoux, Harry 
Marsh, Lovell Oakes, George Graham, Phyllis Kimball, Ralph 
Shute, Robert Stanley, Walter Bushey, Natalie Potter, Harvey 
Converse, Darwin Brooks, Ada Taylor. The following delegates 
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were also present Frank Nash, Mark Rix, John Travers, John 
Boothman, Lawrence Philbrook and Florence Gould. The three 
County Commissioners were also present. 


Sheriff Emile Martineau, Clarence Marshall of the Exten- 
sion Service, Dwight Stiles, James W. Hall, John E. Sargent, 
Mrs. Ellen Dennison were present. 


Robert C. Rich, Clerk of Court, who was present, spoke 
about the budget item pertaining to the Clerk of Superior 
Court, saying this item should be raised to $13,500.00 as it was 
in 1961 and explained why; he also stated that the equipment 
for the Clerk of Superior Court vault was badly needed and 
should be purchased at a cost of about $700.00. 


Dwight Stiles spoke on the budget for the Extension 
Service. Clarence Marshall also spoke about the problems per- 
taining to the Extension Service. Questions were asked by Fay 
Vashaw, Philip Perrault and Frank Crockett. 


Sheriff Martineau stated that uniforms for prisoners should 
be purchased, also the locks to the cells should be repaired. 
Sheriff Martineau presented a letter from Attorney Gage which 


follows: 


“Dear Mr. Emerson, 


“T regret that I will be unable to attend the meeting 
of the County Delegation at the Coos County Farm on 
March 24, 1962. Unfortunately I will be out of the 
County at that time, so I have requested Emile Mar- 
tineau our Sheriff to present this letter bearing my 
excuses and certain recommendations to the County 


Delegation. 


“This past year, we have had considerable difficulty 
with prisoners escaping from the Coos County Farm. 
Their escapes are facilitated by the fact that their 
prison uniforms are identical to the ordinary civilian 
wear, so that it has been very easy for them to solicit 
rides and avoid detection. I have discussed this matter 
at length with the County Farm Superintendent, Edgar 
Ellingwood, and our Sheriff, Emile Martineau. It has 
been unanimously agreed that were the prisoners to 
wear distinctive uniforms, i.e., trouser legs of different 
colors, there would be fewer opportunities for these 
prisoners to escape or to avoid immediate detection. 

“These escapes have likewise brought to the attention 
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of Sheriff Martineau, Mr. Ellingwood, and me that 
certain repairs should be made to the cell doors and 
that the jail doors should operate independently of 
each other for the protection of the guards. 


“A final recommendation that I might make to you and 
the County Delegation is that a special room at the 
County Hospital be set aside for the detention of 
violent patients and sick prisoners. This room should be 
padded so that these persons could do themselves no 
harm, and should be barred so that prisoners could not 
escape therefrom; also should have a lock system to 
insure the protection of other persons on the floor. 
“Now, I realize as does our Sheriff and our County 
Superintendent that these changes which I consider 
necessary entail considerable expense. However, they 
would at the same time save money in the long run and 
protect County Personnel who must work under condi- 
tions which are far from perfect. I trust you will give 
these matters serious consideration and I would ap- 
preciate whatever action could be taken to eliminate 
these conditions. 


(Signed) EARL F. GAGE” 


Sheriff Martineau recommended that uniforms for the 
Sheriff and Deputies be purchased. Questions were asked by 
Natalie Potter, Fay Vashaw, George Graham, and Walter 
Bushey as to the need for uniforms. At this time, the Chair 
declared a recess for one hour. 


The meeting was called to order again by Chairman 
Emerson at 1:30 P.M. 


Chairman Emerson excused all non-members, except the 
County Commissioners. 


The proposed budget was read. Natalie Potter moved that 
the item pertaining to the Clerk of Superior Court be raised 
from $13,000.00 to $13,500.00. This motion was seconded by 
Frank Crockett, and carried. 


Natalie Potter moved that $1,000.00 be appropriated for 
equipment for Register of Probate Vault. This motion was 
seconded by Harvey Converse, and carried. 


Frank Sheridan moved that the County Commissioners have 
some one from a lock company investigate the condition of the 
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locks on all doors and that the Finance Committee be 
authorized to have the locks repaired. This motion was seconded 
by Frank Crockett, and carried. 


Frank Sheridan moved that $1,000.00 be appropriated for 
uniforms for the Sheriff and Deputies. This motion was seconded 
by Arthur Bouchard and carried. 


Natalie Potter moved for one moment of silence in memory 
of Louis Bragg and Wilbur Potter. Jennie Fontaine seconded 
this motion and it was carried. The Delegation stood one moment 
of silence. 


Philip Perrault moved that the budget be accepted as 
approved. Frank Sheridan seconded this motion and it was 
carried. 


Romeo Desilets moved that the County Commissioners be 
authorized to raise $332,102.42 by direct taxation. This motion 
was seconded by Natalie Potter. On this question the Clerk 
called the roll. All were in favor and the motion carried. 


Philip Perrault moved that the meeting adjourn. Frank 
Sheridan seconded the motion and the meeting adjourned at

As the 
educational arm of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, the Co-operative Extension Service has been asked to 
assume responsibility for the success of the RAD program, 
including that of providing organizational and educational 
leadership to the State and local committees.

FINANCIAL REPORTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A and J) 
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Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended 
December 31, 1959-1960 and December 31, 1960-1961, are 
presented in Exhibits A and J, respectively. As indicated there- 
in, the Surplus increased by $2,984.79 in 1960, and decreased by 
$15,367.49 in 1961.

ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with the Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices 
and payrolls were also examined and the classification of 
expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of 
December 31, 1960 and December 31, 1961, is shown in Exhibits 
F and O, respectively. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the 
Superior Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be 
properly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were sup- 
ported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval 
of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm and County Hospital were examined. Receipts of 
the Farm from the sale of milk and cream, wood, livestock and 
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produce, and from boarders were checked by source through 
the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm and 
Hospital, as recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted 
for by the Superintendent through deposits in the bank to the 
credit of the County Treasurer’s accounts. 


Classified statements of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the year 1960 and 1961 are presented 
in Exhibits G and P, respectively. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Overdrafts of Appropriations: 


It is noted that in the years 1960 and 1961, there were net 
overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $4,148.04 and $6,422.- 
40, respectively. In other words — total expenditures for all 
purposes exceeded total budgetary appropriations by these 
amounts. (Exhibits D and M) It may be stated, however, that 
in 1961, the overdraft in court expenditures, over which the 
County Commissioners have no jurisdiction, accounted for ap- 
proximately one half of the $6,422.40 net overdraft. In this con- 
nection attention is called to the New Hampshire Revised 
Statutes Annotated, Chapter 24, Section 15, which provides as 
follows: 

“Exceeding Appropriations. No county commissioner 

shall pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for 

the payment of, any sum of money for which the county 
convention has made no appropriation, or in excess of 
any appropriation so made except for the payment of 
judgments rendered against the county. In the case of 

an emergency, however, county commissioners may 

apply to the executive committee, which, after a public 

hearing, may grant to the county commissioners 
authority in writing to make such emergency payment. 

Whenever it appears that the amount appropriated for 

a specific purpose will not be used in whole or part for 

such purpose, the county commissioners may use such 

sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, 
provided the total payments for all purposes do not 
exceed the total sum of appropriations in any year made 

by the county convention.” 

Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it neces- 
sary to exceed the total amount of budgetary appropriations, 
application should be made by the County Commissioners to the 
Executive Committee of the County convention for authority to 
make such emergency expenditures. 
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Accounts Receivable: 

As part of the audit, verification notices were mailed from 
this office to persons whose accounts appeared to be unpaid 
according to the records of the County Hospital. 

Conclusion: 

In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 184 of the 
Laws of 1955, a-copy of this report or a summary of its findings 
and recommendations (letter of transmittal) should be pub- 
lished in the next annual report of the County. This letter of 
transmittal should be included in its entirety, but the publica- 
tion of Exhibits is optional.

At the end of my first term in office as County Attorney, I 
wish again to thank all our local, county and state officers who 
have, through their work, eased the difficulties of prosecution. I 
believe we may all be proud of our county record in the field of 
criminal investigations and criminal prosecution.
